Passover, when the houses of the. Israelites designated. by.the blond spritskled 
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upon the lintels and door posts were passed over by that dread power which 
slew all of the first born among the Egyptians of both man and beast, filling 
the land with lamentations from the palace to the humblest abode therein; 
also the manner in which the first general command for sacrifice to be ob- 
served, as recorded in Gen. xx, 24: “ An altar of earth thou shalt make unto 
me, and shalt sacrifice thereon thy burnt. offerings, and thy peace offerings, 
‘thy sheep and thine oxen:” Finding this in the dame chapter in which we 
find the Decalogue, the foundation of all human law, we cannot but conclude 
that the ceremony of sacrifice was a direct command and law unto Israel. 


This conclusion is cotifirmed, when we find' in the book of Leviticus indie 
tions given in detail of the modus operandi to be observed iu the perform 


and manner of offering sacrifices, and from that time Israel has observed this 
asalaw. Solomon, in the days of Israel’s splendor and greatest magnificence 
and power as a kingdom, offered twenty-two thousand oxen, and one hundred 
and twenty thousand sheep, as a peace offering. Certain, portions of the 
sacrifices were eaten as food—for instance, the lamb of the Passover was 
eaten, or so much thereof as the family required, the remainder was burned 
with fire; so did the priests eat of certain portions of the offerings for their 
sustenatice, and it may be possible that the many thousands of Ista! who 
were present on this grand and imposing occasion, partook of oertain portions 
of beasts.sacrificed on this grand feast of the dedication of the Temple. 
This law and its obser ol jy still continued with Tstadl: and we find the 
mother of Jesus offering as a sacrifice u pair of turtle doves and two young 
pigeons. Lowly indeed was our Lord’s estate, and so humble was tlie position 
the mother of our Lord, that she was necdesitated to present the 1864 
offering of whith! the law gave ptivilége.

VOYAGE OF THE 8. S WON“ 


Tur Guion S. 8. Wyoming arrived in on Sunday ‘March 
Sth, after a rough passage of nearly twelve days. She left New York at 
noon of Feb. 24th, and for the first two days rode steadily in amooth waters. 
After that she encountered head winds and a heavy ‘sea, causing her to roll 
continuously, much to the discomfort of those passengers who were un- 
accustomed to sea travel. Oceasional rain and sleet aided to increase the 
general unpleasantness, and on the night of the 4th inst., after frequent ship- 
ping of heavy seas, the waves rolled up, splashed over the top of the smoke- 
stack, and carried away the jib, which, however, was secured and saved. 
Then the angry waters, as if enraged at their comparative failure, dashed 
against the ship’s side, wrenched away a life- boat thirty feet long from its 
fastenings, swung it against the iron railing above the engine room, breaking 
it down, and, whirling the boat backward; broke off one of the iron davits 
on which it swung, full six inches in diameter, and swept the boat away into 
the sea. Another big wave struck the next boat forward, splitting it in 
twain from end to end; and shivering portions of it into splinter A venti- 
lator was also knocked off and battered into a shabby looking piece of hollow 
brass. But the Wyoming behaved nobly, rose on the heaving waters like an 
aquatic bird, shipped no water into her cabin, and suffered no serious injury.

LAW AND GOSPEL. 

On Savior, when engaged i in His ministry upon the earth, was dobtoubded 
„by enemies who continually sought to bring trouble upon Him and His 
folldwers by taking advantage of any opinions He might express, contrary to 
the laws, customs and prejudices of His time. Hence we find that on one 
occasion they asked Him, if it were lawful or not to give tribute unto Cœsar. 
N ow this was a very cunning question, His enemies thinking that whichever 
way He answered ‘it, He would commit himself either with the rulers or the 
“people. The answer was Godlike in its wisdom, and is thus related * N 
chap. xx, 23, 24 and 25 verses: 

But he perceived their craftiness, and said unto them, Why dt ye met 

Shew mea penny. Whose image stall hath it? 
answered and said, Cœq rs 

And he said unto them, Render Weeds unto gear the things which 
be Oæsar's, and unto God the things which be God's. 

His enemies were unable to find any treason in 
held their peace. The reader will perceive the perfect agreement of this 
answer with the revelations published in the Doctrine and Covenants,” 

5 which we quoted in our last article on this subject. Tbere has never been 
any difficulty in regard to the Latter-day Saints keeping the constitutional 

laws of the land. They have never objected to rendering ‘unto Oesar, the 
things which be Cæsar's, but when Cesar, not satisfled with getting all that 

belongs to him, demands also that service which is due to God, it is en 
ble for the Latter-day Saints to conscientiously submit to the demand. 

- Ceesar’s uggressiveness upon the things which belong to God, bas ome 

been a source of trouble und disquietude in the world. Cesar, in the person 

of Nebuchadnezzer, demanded divine honors to be paid to the image he had 
set up in the plains of Dura, and for disobedience to his command cast the 
three Hebrew children into the fiery furnace. Cesar, in the person of 
Darius, demanded a cessation of prayer to the trus and living God for thirty 
days. Some of the Roman Caesars demanded not only tribute of money, ‘but 
i the worship. of their subjects to the pagan gods of Rome, and in some in- 
stances demanded di vine honors to be paid to- their own, persons. Through 
the civilizing influences that bave operated in modern times, and the growth 
of the tree of liberty, Whose roots have been nourished by the blood of 

patriots and religious martyrs, and whose foliage has grown green in the sun- 
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shine of divine favor, modern Crsars have been far more reasonable i in their 

demands, ‘ 

e line of demarcation ‘between that which belongs. to Owsar and that 
“which is due to God, was never more clearly drawn than in ‘the Constitution 
of the United States While giving to Congress : all necessary power for the gov- 
‘ernment of the nation, it prohibited its exerciseof power in all thattérs pertain- 
“ing to religion. “Article 1 of the Amendments to the Constitution declares that 
“Congress shall make no law respecting an establishment of religion, or 

"prohibiting the free exercise thereof.” But inasmuch as the religion of the 
Latter-day Baiate is unpopular with the great majority of the American 
people, the religious liberty guaranteed by the Constitution has been trampled 
under foot, and Cesar, in the form of a corrupt and tyrannieal Congress, has 
demanded of the Latturcduy Saints an obedience to unconstitutional laws, 
which would be a virtual abandonment of their religion. The Latter-day 
Saints of Utah, in obeying the Constitution and all jlaws.enacted in accord- 
ance therewith, are rendering unto Cœsar all that belongs to him, agreeable 
to the requirements of the Gospel in ancient and modern times. To give 
him more would be to rob God of that which is justly His due; and yet this 
is precisely What the anti“ Mormon“ legislation is designed to do. These 
‘laws prohibit the Latter-day Saints from the free exercise of their religion, 
the very thing which the Constitution says Congress shall not do. Nor is 
this all. Not satisfied with passing unconstitutional legislation, Commission- 
ers have been appointed to administer and execute these laws, who in their 
interpretation and administration of them, have done far aronter violence to 
the Constitution than did the laws themselves. 

Who, then, are breaking constitutional law? | Certainly not the Lotte day 
Saints, who are seeking to worship God according to the dictates of their con- 
Sciences and the principles, of their religion, which is a privilege the Consti- 
, tution gives them. No! the law-breakers are those who, contrary to their 

 , Oaths, are enacting laws to do that which the Constitution. forbids them

- Sponsibilities by thus abusing their power and breaking their oaths, of alle- 
. giance to the supreme law of their country, but judges. and other officers of 

„the eourts have; been equally: guilty of abusing their power, in persecating 
the Latter-day, Saints and subjecting them to pains and an. which are 
Hontrary to the letter and spirit of the Constitution. 

10 all these illegal, acts the Latter-day Saints in Utah oppose the pn 
emphatic protest in word and act, and are seeking before the Supreme Court 
of the United States a redress of their..wrongs, agreeable to the revelations 
Which we have quoted. Whether they will obtain justice ox not remains to 
be seen; but according to the revelations we have, referred to, if earthly 
Judges and rulers abuse their power, they will be. held to a. strict account be- 
„fore the Lord for their actions... We hope, for the credit of, American insti- 
. tutions, that justice, will be fairly.moted out and the Constitution vindicated.

THE voyages et the S. 8 Alasta and City of Chester were ene for the 
similarity of the dangers and disasters that befell them. ‘Among the passen- 

gers of the Alaska was Apostle John Henry Smith, who had long ‘presided 
over the European Mission with credit to himself and honor to the cause he 
represented.

REPORT or ELDER MANTLE’S LABORS. 


In a letter from Taylorsville, Salt. Lake Co., Utah, dated Feb. 20, 1885, 
Elder Llewellyn J. Mantle gives the following report of his labors during his 
recent mission to this country:: 

I will write a short aketch of my labors as a missionary to England. I was called, 
with about sixty. others, at the April Conference of 1883, was set apart for my mission 
April 9th, and left Salt Lake City on the 10th. We had a pleasant journey to New 
Tork, and were met there by Elder Hart, who took us to the Grand Central Hotel, 
where we remained two days, and then sailed for Liverpool on the S. S. Wisconsin, 
April 17th, and arrived there on the 29th. I enjoyed myself, and formed the acquaint- 
ance of most of the:brethren. Sea-sickness affected nearly all our company. 

„1, in company with Elders W. D. Williams, Shadrach Jones and John Ellis, were 
appointed by President John Henry Smith to labor in South Wales. We left Liverpool 


May lst, and arrived the same day in Merthyr Tydfil, and commenced our labors under 


the presidency of Elder David Lewis. Elder W. D. Williams and myself were ap- 
painted to take a short mission in Carmarthen, Pembroke and Cardiganshires. There 
were no Branches of our Church in any of those counties, but it was thought that spend- 
ing about;two months there in out-door preaching might do some good; so we left Mer- 
Abyr May Sch, with our satchels full of tracts and a change each. We traveled mostly 
oe. paying for foo. pd lodgings on at nearly every town, and holding out-door meet-

gaining a hearing at almost every place. We traveled by way of Carmarthen and Lam- 
vane _ We were molested several times in our speaking by roughs, but the Spirit of the 
Lord was with us. We found a few old people. who at one time were Mormons,” but 
‘had lost the spirit of their religion and apostatized. We returned after being absent 
bout fifty days, and holding twenty-six out-duor meetings. The country was looking 
‘splendidly, and business was quite lively, but we found none ready to receive the Gospel.

Brother Benjomin H. Hollingsworth, formerly of Derby, England, but now 
living in Taylorsville, Utah, sends us the following interesting Jetter, dated 


Feb, 20, 1885: 
eas is very quiet, capitalists being afraid to move because of the ‘anti Poly 
ne of ‘Gentile’ creation now ‘sweeping over us. Our homes are constantly” 2 

‘watched by U. S. deputy marshals and spotters, whilst at night the sneak prowls fans 
to gain evidence which will criminate men and women who have dared to “obey the laws 
of high heaven, i in preference to those made by man in defiance of the Constitution framed — 
by the primitive fathers, which expressly provides that Congress shall make no law for 
‘the establishment of religion, | but allows all men to worship God according to the dic- 
tates of their own consciences. Children are hailed on the way, from Bc ool, and ques- 
‘tioned ae. to their parents’ domestic arrangemeiits~as to which wife’s cliild they are, and 
‘so o Peddlers (with nothing to tell) visit us daily, and try to draw us ifito confidence 
to the marriage relations of our brethren and sisters, while again, fifty dollars cash 
down is offered to those who, like Judas, desire to betray their friends fur the gold which 
perisheth-—who, upon information and belief so obtained, are dragged before 4 court of 
similar inquisitorial power to that of Catholic Spain, and compelled, under pains and 
penalties, to divulge to the court their most sacred and holy ties, to submit to, and 
answer questions disgusting beyond comparison to all high-gouléd and moral men and 
women. A modern Siberia awaits those who, upon aforesaid information and belief, are 
consigned to the association of the vilest wretches who breathe the breath of life, be- 
cause they have not proven themselves innocent, in the face of law, which allows every 
‘man’s innocence until he is proven guilty. The air is full of rumor, and the Saints have 
‘to place a guard ever their tongues, lest they unwittingly betray those who are as dear 
to them as life. Vet we see the hand of God in all this, and return to Him the ‘grati- 
‘tude of our hearts, who has said He will have a tried people, and ‘wit as ‘a refiner and 
‘purifier of silver, and He shall purify the sons of Levi, and purge them as — * 
silver, that they may offer unto the Lord an offering in righteousness.” 

„The Saints here are a good-hearted people, and, in the main, striving to ‘obey all ie 
‘commandments of God. The young men and women, too, are seeking diligently the 
‘kingdom of God and His righteousness, for the spirit of knowledge and truth. Our Im- 
pProvement Association is quite a sucoess, in fact, it is developing its usefulness every 
“day. The attendance and order are above the average, still we hope and trust to con- 
‘tinue to improve in the spirit of the word. Many observe the Word of Wisdom; and 
‘are receiving the blessings promised. The Church organizations and associations here 
are all in a flourishing condition, and things move along uniformly. Our meetings on 
the Sabbath are well attended by both sexes, spite of the mud and water so abundant on 
our roads and sidewalks. Usually we have missionaries from’ Salt Lake City visit us 
‘every two weeks, who give us meat in due season. No people receive so’ much instrué- 
tion as we do. and if we can embody it in cn Fee we shall come 80 nigh perfection that 
‘our enemies will not have power over us. d what of our enemies? Are they not 
‘fully ripened for destruction? The Psalmist says: Fret not thyself’ “because of e 
‘doers, neither be thou envious of the workers of iniquity; for they shall soon be 0 
‘down like the grass, and wither as the green herb” (Ps. xxxvii, 1. 2). en be ts 
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chaff before the wind; and let the angel of the Lord chase them” (Ps. xxxv, 5). 
without catise have they hid for me their net in pit, ‘which 
digyed for my soa?” (Ps. xxv, 6). The wicked watcheth:the righteous and seeketh: tar 
slay him” (Ps. xxxvii; ) God hath said the way of the transgressor is; hard, and that, 
He will fight the battles of His people; that He will go before them and be their rear 
ward.

AFFAIRS IN SALT LAKE. 


10 a letter of recent date, from Elder A. H. Cannon, of Salt Lake, to Elder 
James, of this office, the former thus speaks of the condition of things in 


Utah: 

„Times are at present very precarious. Business is, slinost at 2 standstill. Invest- 
ments are few and far between. The solid men of the community are not seen on the: 
streets except in rare instances. Numerous homes are closed, the occupants having gone 
to various parts to escape persecution at the hands of corrupt U. S. officials, whose 
immoralities are one hundred times worse than those alleged against the people whom 
they so mercilessly hound. But there is a great satisfaction in knowing that we have 


right on our side and it is sure to win. Already the zeal of these myrmidons seems to- 


be flagging, but whether the lull is merely to throw the people off their guard, or be- 
cause the coffers are becoming empty, is just now an unanswered queétion. Rumor has 
it that the money appropriated for persecutions in this Territory is now nearly expended, 
and Marshal Ireland is now at Washington trying to convince our law-makers that more 
money should be immediately provided for a continuance of the.‘ Mormon Crusade.’ If 
this is the object of his visit to the national capital, I hope he may fail in its accomplish- 
ment. Well, thece is great satisfaction in knowing that God is with His people, and 
will overrule ‘all things for their good, inasmuch as they will serve Him.“ 


FROM A PRISONER FOR THE ‘GOSPELS SAKE. 


| How. 0. . KEMPE Was CONVICTED IN red COURT. 


Editor Deseret Nes: 
I constDER myself 0 writo for pa butt as it. 
for me to give aatisfactian to my many friends and my family hy .« riting 
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once in thirty days, I feel it but, just to devote: this letter to the pablo, 
and give a short account.of,my: history. since September, 1884, Sometime in 
that month, Deputy: Marshal Donovan came to my house at. 12, midnight, 
arrested me on a charge of polygamy, and took me to Prescott, about 315 
miles distant, where I gave bonds in the sum of $2,000 for my appearance in 
court in November. From there J had to walk 100 miles to get back, having 
no meaus to pay for stage fare. At the same time there was a U. 8. Com 
missioner at St. Johns, only 60 miles from my house, and on the road. 

In November I attended court, at which an indictment: had been . 
charging me with having on a certain date in 1883, married maliciously, 
feloneouly, and with the force of arms, two wives. There were ‘three counts 
in the indictment, the third only charging cohabitation. one 

The first witness examined wus Judge Bunch, who claimed to have, at 
different times, seen me working on a farm where the alleged second wife 
was living, und to have even heard her ask me fora load of wood. The 
second was a Mr. Stowes, postmaster, who testified that her children (naturally 
born since 1883) had frequently got my mail, and ones she had been in the 
store when I happened to come in there. The third was county recurder 
Ruiz, who, us averred, had at divers times seen both of us, but nut at once, 
or together. The fourth was Mr. S. Barth, who had once, very early in the 
morning (at 10 a.m.) seen me come from the farm where she lived, with u load 
of straw. The fifth was Mr. Huble, who testified that I had onid, some two 
or three. years ago, that my wife wanted some trimming. The last witness 
was a Mr. Henesly, who swore to several falsehouds, none of which amounted 
to any evidence against me. He had only seen me on the farm, and nearly 
all the witnesses said I brought two wives with me from Utah in 1880. 

By request of my attorneys, I took the witness stand, atating that 1 was 
married to those two women some twenty years ago ia Salt Lake City, which 
relation we continued until’ December, 1881. My attorneys did their best, 
aud proved me positively innoceut of the charge; but the jury, being of our 
bitterest enemies, took no notice of them whatever, while the declarations ofthe 

Prosecuting Attorney that it was impossible for him to bein u house oceupied 
by a woman with whom he had once associated without continuing the 
intimacy, was accepted us conclusive proof that I was guilty, 

having’ beeu in her house. 

. Prosecuting Attorney Zabriskie’s argument was nothing but a Mage 
1 — the “Mormon” Church, all the members of which, in his estimation, 
Should be punished. 

Judge Howard’s charge to the jury was exceedingly ingenious, They had 
to find that I was married in Arizona since March, 1882; but if there was 

circumstantial evidence to satisfy their minds that I had bine seen abuut the 
place where the alleged second wife lived, it was a sure sign of intimacy, 
sufficient in Arizona to constitute marriage; hence I was married since 1882, 
Thé f#ét that the: Joungest child of the alleged second wife is past four years 
of age, and the eldest is married and has a child, counted for nothing. 


„hen on -the plea that adhabitation constitutes marriage; and on the sup- 
that I. ad marital relations with the woman, 
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found me guilty of marriage, but not * on the third count, of cohabita- 
tion. ‘ Consistency thou arta jewel. x | 

Judge Howard, then taking into consideration that for the last four years 
I had lost my orubs dlinbet entirely, and had worked hard in the day time on 
my farm and at night in my little mill; that my family was destitute; that 
my present wife with seven children were living in the Mogolon Mountains 
at least half a mile from any other house, and that their nearest neighbors, 
even at that distance, were poor farmers who, like myself, had lost all their 
crops through frost the past season, and were thus unable to render my wife 
and helpless children any assistance—taking all these facts into consideration, 
he was so extremely kind as to give me only three aud a half years imprison- 
ment and fine me in the small sumlof 3500! 

Now here I am a criminal, a prisoner, with no friend to speak to or 
associate with. But my dear friends must not think I am despairing, for 
though many an hour is very dark with me and tears unconsciously will 
steal forward when I think of my poor, innocent little ones, yet I know we 
are all in the hands of a just God; whom I pray to, early and late, to have 
mercy on the human family as long e is a soul left who will listen to 
the message of His servants. 

The servant is not greater than bien master, a our Master had to suffer 
and die, and not for his on sins either. He gave His disciples to understand, 
too, that they must-expect similar treatment. 

I fail to find the first inatance'in which a message from God has been favor- 
ably received by the world, and henes we need not be surprised at the world 
rejecting that which the Lord has revealed in this day. 

The Jews are blamed for rejecting the Savior at His first coming, yet the 
world tu-day have twenty testimonies of the near approach of His second 
ming fur every one which the Jews had of His first, and still their weapons, 
their prisons and every:meana in their power are brought into use to destroy 
who bear! All 1 cun say is, am for 


them. 

Th have through, my native country, all of Norway 
‘aad Sweden, and suffered i imprisonment, hunger, thirst, cold and persecution 
of almost every kind for the Gospel's sake for over six years, and though now 
@adled to beanatill, mare, I do not feel to give up my religion; in fact, I am 
mere sorry for my eusmies to-day than I am for myself, and only ang 
some day they may see their error.
